Nurses Ask Inquiry. 

The investigation which resulted in 
these startling disclosures was largely 
at the instance of the nurses employed 
in the Swope home during the illness 
of Chrisman Swope. At their sugges- 
tion Dr. G. T.' Twyman of Independence 
was called in to make an investigation. 
He found the house to be in a sanitary 
condition and no place whence the 
disease germs could possibly originate. 
Dr. Frank Hall also made an investiga- 
tion with the same results. 

One man suspected of connection with 
this alleged plot visited the Swope home 
for the last time about Dec. 10. After 
that there was no more typhoid in the 


her family, and the Swones since then have 


never been threatened with the con- 

Suspicion of the nurses employed to 
attend the sick were aroused first and 
then for the first time the members of 
the Swope family realized that the ty- 
phoid epidemic might not have been due 
to natural causes. Dr. Twyman, who 
Was enked to investigate, was at once 
eonvinced that the Swopes were victims 
of foul play: The drinking water was

Seven Cases at One Time. 


Almost simultaneously there were sey- 
en cages of typhoid fever in the Swope 
household. The servants were dismissed 
and new ones employed. Dr. B. ©, 
Hyde remained at the house practically 
all of the thme. Dr. G. T. Twyman, the 
family physician, was in daily attend- 
ance upon those who were lll. There 
were five trained nurses also in thse 
house. 

All those who were stricken with 
typhoid recovered with the exception 
of Chrisman Swope. Dr. Hyde was not 
in charge of the cases of members of 
the Swope family, fll with typhoid. At 
their recovery he suffered a slight at- 
taak of the same disease at his home 
in Kansas City. 

Every possible effort was made to 
learn from what source the members of 
the howsehoild became infected with 
typhoid germs. 
to guard against the infection from that 
source. The milk, vegetables and other 
foodstuffs ‘that came inte the house 
were similariy rigidly sterilized and 
cleansed and still the typhoid made 
headway. The occurrence of the dis- 
ease was a great mystery to those who 
lived in the house. It baffled every ef- 
fort to eradicate it. 

Inquiry Surprises Dr. Hyde. 

Dr. Hyde, who attended Col. Swope 
in his last hours, expressed surprise 
when told of the investigation intu Col. 
Swope’s death. 

‘What's that you said? They've taken 
up Col. Swope’s body to examine it?’’ 
was his surprised answer to a visitor's 
request for an account of the last ill- 
ness.of Col. Swope. 

“Why, I didn’t know a thing about 
that,” he continued. “They hadn't told 
me a thing about it.” 

Then he asked for the details of the 
femoval of the’ bedy from the vault in 
Forest Hill Cemetery _and the examina- 
tion which had been made in Independ- 
ence. 

“Col. Swope died of apoplexy,’” was 
his reply to'a question as to the cause 
of the death. ‘There is no doubt about 
it. It was as plain a case of apoplexy 
as I have ever seen. Col. Swope was 
getting old and feeble. He -had been 
sick for more than,three months of old 
age, lack of appetite and senility. Only 
a few weeks before his death he had 
had a severe fall. 

Apoplexy From Excitement. 

“The stroke ef apoplexy was probably 
induced by the excitement and the shock 
attending the sudden death of James 
Hunton, a cousin and a very dear friend 
of his. As I remember it now, he had 
ust finished reading a newspaper ac- 
count of Hunton's death when he was 
stricken with apoplexy. This was about 
9 o’clock in the morning. He died that 
night.” 

In describing the nature of Col. Swope’s 
apoplectic stroke, Dr, Hyde said that it 
was the breaking of a blood vessel lead- 
ing into the left side of the brain. 

“Mr. Hunton’s death was also due 
to apoplexy,’ said Dr. Hyde. 

“He was siting at the table when 
he suddenly became ill. His stroke was 
almost identical with that from whigh 
Col. Swope died. -He had practically the 
same symptoms and was affected al- 
most exactly the same way as Col. 
Swope. 

“Christman Swope’ s death was due to 
typhoid fever,” said Dr. Hyde. “While 
I attended Mr. Swope*and signed the 
death certificate myself in his case, Dr. 
Twyman of Independence, the family 
physician, had direct charge of the 
typhoid fever cases in the family, al- 
though I had @ general direction of their 
cases.”’ 


Tells of Own Miness. 

Dr. Hyde said that he had been ill 
ten or twelve'days before he went to bed 
with the typhoid fover and that he hed 
been kept in hig bed by the fever for 
fifteen or sixteen days.

Enforcement of Federal

ERSONS having complaints 
against the express com- 
panies for delivery charges 

beyond certain fixed Nmits in the 
city are requested to send them 
te the Post-Dispatch. The com-~- 
plaints will be turned cover te 
the Missouri Railroad and Ware- 
heuse Commission for in ventigu- 
tion. 














Attorney Nathan B. Williams of Fay- 
etteville, ark., has requested the Mis- 
souri Railroad and Warehouse Commis 
sioner to examine the post-roads clause 
of the Federal Constitution and the 
acts of Congress thereunder, which he 
holds make it unlawful for any express 
company to carry for hire over post- 
routes any mailable article whatever. 

Williams laid this same complaint be- 
fore the interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion in Washington Thursday. He de- 
clared to the commission that it was 
without legal authority to make express 
rates on packages weighing less than 
four pounds. As all rail and water 
routes are post-roads, the contention of 
Mr. Williams, if upheld by the Inter- 


istate Commerce Commission, will pro- 


hibit the express companies from car- 
rying small packages. 

In his letter to the Missourl Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission Williams 
states that he has been delving into the 
question of the legal and constitutional 
relation of express companies to the 
postal service for three years, and has 
come to the conclusion that the law and 
the constitutien absolutely prohibit ex- 
press companies from carrying mailable 
articles. 

Small Parcels by Mall Free. 

Small express packages, such as might 
come by mail and be delivered free in 
any part of St. Louis or its suburbs, 
are delivered by ess companies be- 
yond their fixed limits of free delivery 
at a cost of % cents, in addition to the 
regular express rate from point of 
origin to St. Louls: They are a source 
of great revenue, not only to the ex- 
press companies proper, but to the local 
express company that makes deliveries 
in arbitrary territory. 

“Any rate regulating body such as 
yours,” Mr. Williams writes to the 
Railroad Commission, “is hardly ful- 
filling its duty to the nation and the 
people thereof, including your own 
people of Missouri, unless you see to it 
that no express Company has any rate 
or rates whatever for the carriage of 
mallable matter between points and 
places within the State of Missouri. 

“Such carriage is in contravention of 
the laws of the United States and you 
should not knowingly and passively per- 
mit such violations within your jurisdic- 
tion.”’ 

Williams says he has written a thor- 
ough brief om the question, which will 
be issued from the press Feb. 15. As 
@ starter in the investigation, Williams 
requests the commission to examine 
section 181 of the new Criminal Code 
of the United States, effective Jan. 1, 
1910. 

Williams’ letter will receive the atten- 
tion of the commission when it meets 
St. Louls Jan. % to investigate com- 
plaints against the express companies 
for failure to make free delivery of 
packages throughout the city. 

Many Write te Wightman. 

Chairman Frank A. Wightman, upon 
his return to his home in Monett, found 
many letters of complaint waiting for 
him. They were forwarded to him from 
the St, Louls office. He sent them to 
Secretary Bradbury in Jefferson City 
to be answered. 

‘The Twenty-seventh Wara Improve- 
ment Association has taken up the fight 
against the express arbitrary. The As- 
sociation commended the Post- -Dispatch 
for publishing facts concerning the ar- 
bitrary. 
| “We, living tn this part of the city, 
belleve this extra charge is unjust—in 
short, @ hold-up,” Secretary Sam tl. 
Winner writes. “We will be glad to be 
of any aesistance we can in the fight. 
With additional charges on freight and 
express, as they now are in St. Louis, 
we will never have ® million popula- 
tion. ee : 

The delivery charges are often higher 
than the express rates from point of 
origin to St. Louis. The Pacific Ex- 
press Co. made a charge of 60 cents 
for carrying @ package addressed to H. 
Osteryoung, 1639 Aflington avenue, from 
San Antonio, Tex., to St. Louis, and the 
local express company charged 70 cents 
for delivering it from Union Station to 
Osteryoyng’s home. The package con- 
tained a pillow cushion weighing about 
three pounds. Osteryoung says many 
packages have been delivered at his 
home with extra charges of 2% and 3 
cents tacked on by the local company.

DIRTY GHETTO 


Long Leases, Some Running Ten

The Board of Education of St. Louis 
is ofie.of thé largest{property owners 
in the “Ghetto,” which has been. de- 
B. ‘8S. Warren to be the 
most insanitary district he has ever 
seen, and a menace to health. He rec- 
ommends that tlie rickety buildings 
there be torn down as the only means 
of making the: place’ habitable from a 
health standpoint. 

The board owns the fee simple titic 
to 10 lots aggregating 2441 front feet, 
between Sixth and Fifteenth . streets, 
and between O’Falion ard Cass, avenue. 
The appraised value of these holdings is 
$156,370.18. These lots have no frontage 
on either O’Fallon or Cass avenue, but 
face on the cross streets and alleys. 
Many of the buildings on this property 
are located on the inside of the lots in 
which entrance to the doors of the tene- 
ments is through alleys, and have 19 
entrance on a street. The street front- 
age is mostly used for stores and shops. 


Bulldiags Owned by Others. 

The Board of Education does not own 
the buildings. it derives an income 
Of $9382.21 annually from leases to resi- 
dents in this district, based upor 6 per 
cent rental on the appraised value of 
the land. By the terms of the leases 
the appraisement must’ be made each 
10 -years and the lease renewed, based 
on the renewéd appraised value. Four- 
teen of these leases are perpetual con- 
veyances, with the provision that the

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lease Must be renewed at each 10-year 
period. upon a reappraisal. .Many. of 
the leases are for ones two or three 10- 
year periods. 

The lessees pay this 6 per cent rent, 
erect all buildings, make all repairs and 
pay all general and special taxes. 

It is obviously to the Interest of the 
holders of the leases that the valuation 
of the property shall not be increased 
by improvements, as the rental would 
undergo a corresponding increase. 

The board is at no expense. It owns 
the land and/coliects ‘the 6 per cent 
rental annually. The secretary of the 
Board of Education attends to this col- 
lection at his office. The lessees deal 
direct with him at his office in the 
Board of Education Building. 


Board’s Hands Are Tied. 

President Robert Moore of the Board 
of Education was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter about the sanitary 
conditions existing on the property 
owned by the board, and what action 
he would recommend to the board con- 
cerning a betterment of those conditions 
if the atement of Dr. B. S. Warren 
was fodna to be correct, \ 

“It is'a vicious condition,” Mr. Moore 
said. “The School Board wants to sell 
‘this property and get it off our hands. 
I have not visited’ the property owned 
by the board to investigate the condi- 
tions. Our hands are tied by the action 
of our predecessors. These long-time 
leases were made by former boards, and 
the present members are bound by the 
terms of the leases. We are helpless in 
the matter. 

“If. the conditions are as Dr. Warren 
has stated, it seems to me the lessees 
of the property, who are the owners of 
the buildings, could be prosecuted if 
they maintain a nuisance or a menace 
to health. They might be compelled to 
tear down the buildings or remodel 
them along sanitary lines, The Board 
of Education could not do this, because 
we simply own the ground. We are 
paid a rental and have no control over 
the buildings or surroundings. That is 
controlled entirely by the lessees, 

Selling Property Rapidly. 

“We are selling this property as fast 
as we can. The board members realize 
that the buildings erected under these 
.eases retard the progress of the city in 
these localities. That is the reason the 
property {fs offered for sale. We want 
to let people buy it who can improve 
it. The board ig not in the reai estate 
business and is handicapped in that 
line.” 

When asked whether, as the leases ex- 
pire and the buildings revert back to 
the School Board, he would recommend 
that the bulldings be torn down if 
sound | Proved fithy and insanitary, as suggest- 
ed by Dr. Warren; Mr. Moore sald: 

‘That has never been brought to my,

5 Cents for Pints.

+| Drivers Use ‘Free Samples” 
to Pacify Some of Those 
Who Complain Loudest.

Drivers for the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
which recently raised the price of pint 
bottles’ of milk from 4 cents to-5, are 
havir¢e a hard time holding their cus- 
tomers. There was such a loud protest 
against, the: increase that drivers, who 
begin their day’s work at 4:30 a, m., 
have not been able to finish until 7 p. 
m. or later. 

Sothe milk: consumers, who bought % 
milk tickets for 31, and redeemed them 
with a pint’ of milk and a very small 
bottle of cream, or two-pint bottles of 
milk, ot who sometimes took a quart of 
milk or a pint) of milk and a bottle of 
cream one day and a pint of milk the 
next, suddenly! found themselves forced 
te pay higher rates. 

The dairy would not allow its driv- 
ers to sell a pint bottle of milk and 
a small. bottle of cream at the quart 
rate, as they had Been doing for a long 
time. Neither would it permit its 
drivers to sell two pint bottles of milk 
for 8 cents, but it would ‘allow them 
to sell a quart bottle at that price. The 
price for the two pint bottles, or for 
one pint bottle and a small bottle of 
cream, was raised from 8 cents to 10 
cents. 

Combinations Not Allowed. 


Consumers insisted that in taking a 
pint of milk and a bottle of cream they 
were buying the equivalent of a quart 
of milk a day. Many threatened to 
quit, and then it required all of the 
diplomacy of the drivers to hold them 
on the company’s books. 

The Union Dairy, the Grafeman, Pev 
ely and other dairies did not follow the 
St. Louis Dairy Co. in its increase in 
price on pint bottles af milk. The Un- 
fon Dairy is still delivering pints of 
milk for 4 cents or 14 quarts for $1, and 
the other dairies have about the same 
prices. 

As an ald to getting new customers 
the drivers have been allowed three 
sample bottles for free distribution each 
day. Since the price went up they have 
been forced to use their free samples to 
hold their customers. They have man- 
‘aged to place these in such a way as 
to make them do the greatest possible 
good in the way of holding customers. 

One driver ina section of the city 
where those of moderate circumstances 
reside threw up his hands after a few 
days’ effort. 

‘Worse Than Pulling Teeth, 

“T’d rather undertake to pull the teeth 

of those customers than to try to get 


ithat extra penny on pint bottles of 


milk,’’ he reported. 

With the price of eggs, bacon, steaks, 
and everything else going up, many 
milk consumers were in no mood for an 
increase in the price. With their other 
troubles fresh in mind they were ready 
to quarrel with the milkman when he 
came around and demanded a cent more 
for pint Qpttles of milk and the small 
bottles of cream.
